S.O. 790(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by icetion 3 of the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes tlie following further amendment in the Import Trade 
Control Order No. 15|90—93 (Open General Licence No. 15(90), dated the 
30th March, 1990 published under the notification of Government of India in 
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the Ministry oi' Commerce No. S.O. 294(E), dated the 30th March, 1990, 
namely :— 

In the said Order, in Open General Licence No. 15190, in Condition No. 6, 
for the existing suh-condition (1), the following shall be substituted, namely 

“(1) Im porters of Life Saving Equipment appearing in List 2 of Ap¬ 
pendix 6 of Jmpoit and Export Policy, 1990—93 (Voliune 1) shall 
be required to produce at the time rf customs clearance the \alid 
Certiheate of Eligibility’, issued by the Director General of Tech¬ 
nical Development, the Chief Medical Officer or Chief CivU Surgeon 
of a District, Chief Medical Superintendent or Medical Superinten¬ 
dent or Dean or Chief Officer of the hospital attached to a recognis¬ 
ed Medical College, the concerned licensing authority headetl by the 
Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports or Deputy Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, or any other agency or auiho- 
rity designated for the purpose by the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi, where the c.i.f. value of a single item of 
equipment is rupees one lakh or more. Customs authorities will 
allow imports on the basis of a certificate of eligibility from any 
one of the aforesaid authorities or designated agencies.”
